enunciated in 1823 by President Munrog. 
Mr. Oxyey, it will be t¢mcn:bered, did a 


great ceul more in tat cespatch than 
mocrely to re-aftfiim the Munroxg doctrine; 
he expatiated on vices cinbodiment and 
expression cf an ircvitable opposition 


‘tetween America and Eurepe, aid we re- 


call it now because the visit which Mr. 
Tart, the Secretary of State for War, has 
just paid to the Philippine Islands, and the 
con ments of the American press on the 
subject, show l.ow con pletely his words 
have lbcen stultified aud his political 
philosophy discarded by the very na‘ion 
whose views he claimed to Le expressing in 
that remarkable pronouncement. ~ As

It is new, tince the Tarr party hns paid 
ils visit, «bundantly clear that “three 
thousand mils of intervening ocean ” count 
as no obstacle to the Impe:ial aaibi-iors of 
cur Amcrican ccusins who have betrayed 
their intenton o! lolding the Philippines 
as an American piovince for some gene- 
rations to come; nnd whe, moreover, at the 
bidding of (beir strenuous PresipE:zt, are 
alrcady thinking of } rov.ding a navy strong 
enough to cope with all the ocean that 
intervencs letween them aid ther ambitions 
in the Orient.
